In partial modification of previous order on the subject and as per directives of the Ministry 
of Law and Justice , Legislative Department, New Delhi, and the Election Commission of 
India , the Government of Goa has approved the following revised policy for payment of ex 
-gratia lumpsum compensation to the families of polling personnel who die or sustain injuries 
during the course of their deployment in election duty .

An ex - gratia lumpsum compensation of 
Rs. 2.50 lakhs, may be allowed to the 
injured personnel. 
An ex - gratia lumpsum compensation of 
Rs. 5 lakhs, may be allow ed to the injured 
personnel. 


In addition , the cases relating to allowing of an ex -gratia compensation in death cases are 
regulated keeping in view the stipulations and conditions laid down by the Ministry of 
Personnel, Public Grievances & Pensions , Department of Pension and Pensioners Welfare 
Office , Lok Nayak Bhawan , New Delhi and the aggregate of the relief/ ex - gratia compensation 
paid from different sources should not exceed Rs . 20.00 lakhs in each individual case .
